The Medical II udergiadiiate Society 
met last night In the Aisotnbly Hall 
of the New .Medical Huilding, with a 
record ujttendance of 15. The fJrst 
item of business dealt with the matter 
of rolling dice In the University Me<il- 
cal Buildings, and the society plated 
itself on record a*| being entirely oj)- 
posed to Ihi.s tomi of .sjioit. The 
secreUry then re^ a hitler from Ur. 
Scane la which It was stated that the 
medical students would be perm|tte<l 
to hold a faculty dance during the 
coming winter, and in accordance 
with Uils, .Mr. ICakln iva.s.Appolnt«l 
as chairman of the dance rommlttee. 
Mr. (.'ooder xhen repotted ou the 
Medical dinuer, and stated that this 
function would probably be held on 
February 9th. He expressed the hop<' 
that tlu cijiiiinitiic would l>e able to 
.secMif I'lor. Williams, of .lohnH llop- 
kin.s' University, to addrese the 
a.wenibly on that occasion. ' Mr, Kaklu 
then asked for co-operallon on the 
part of the students on the matter of 
the faculty dance, and it may here be 
••^ald that It is the iliity of every mem- 
ber of the .Medical Undergraduate 
Society to 8upt)ort Mr. Bakin and his 
committee. In order that the affair be 
carried through Kuccessfully. This 
UK'aiis a vast amount of labor on the 
part of the committee, and it {s hoped 
that o\<!ry Medical .student who pos- 
sibly can, will attend. 

Mr. Scrlver then Introduced the 
speaker of the evening, Prof, fhlp- 
man, who spoke on the subject of 
"Medical Kthlcs." it would l)c Im- 
poasiblo to print Ur. Chipmau'a lec- 
ture In detail, and so a brief outline 
only can be given, lie first drew a 
sharp line of dcniareation between 
the two icrms, •'.Medical Kthlcs" and 
"Medical Kii(|ii< ttc. ' The former, he 
showed, was iTally the theology of 
good living, the latter ÉoniethluB 
characteristic of the polished gentle- 
man. To very few men Is the oppor- 
tunity (flven to Ret outside himsert 
and really view liiin.'-cir. Self interest, 
Helflyhlieï.s and eRoism blinds him to 
the ri-'hlH of otheriB; In the medical 
profession, more tlian in any other, 
the Individual practitioner is "shep- 
herded" along, and made to fro! a.s if 
ill! were more or Icsf, under direct 
it.i|)<'r\ l.sion. 

The code of medical ethics was first 
formulated at the Nfttional Medical 
ConvenUon In Philadelphia (1847) 
and re-edited later In July, 1012, and 
Prof. Chlpnian informc<l the audience 
that it was from thlt; Utter code that 
lie intended to quote. The speaker 
then alluded to the wonderful tradi- 
tions of the profession, from early 
Grecian times up to the present, and 
ïald that we mig-ht well be proud of 
our anccsturn, and proud of the work 
that Is being carrit<l on at the present 
time. He exhorted tlie members to 
"prove all things and hold faat to that 
which is good and true." He pointed 
nut that there were changes in our 
dogmas, truths and doctrines, and 
why .«hou Id t hat not be, for the secret 
of present day progress rests In the 
fact that as times, conditions and 
thoughts change and broaden, -princi- 
ples which formerly existed neces- 
sitated corrections and change. We 
have unloaded many old doctrines and 
embraced the nf.v, and this has been 
tlie great factor In placing the pro- 
fession on the high pedestal which It 
occupies to-day. Prof. Chipman gave 
two great principles to the coming 
medica'. K<'noratlon. 

Fir.it. The duty of the physician to 
the patient. Inknawerinç calls by day 
or night, to obey ill eammons, be-

TRAINING FOR LEADERSHIP 

Anyone who made even a cursory study of conditions in Europe 
' in tlii years preceding the war must have been struck with the singu- 
\ Itrly Imptn'tant 'position held by the University studen^ In Russia 
. he was synonymous with Nihilism and advanced thought, and was 
ever in the fore-front of popular movlngs and liprisings. In the 
Gefman* countries the student was^ popularly represented as a swash- 
buckling Captain Bobadil with numerous sabre-cuts on his face and 
the first-fruits of Nictschke beginning to make themselves manifest 
in his mental outlook on life. The Parisian student we inevitably 
associated with the Sorbonne and the Quartier Utin, a man of Bo- 
hemltn tastes and erratic tendencies but passionately patriotic and 

- always with the saving grace of humor. 

^'Oxford and Cambridge each had . their own version of the same 
lypft— the unobtrusive cultured gentleman of broad views and broad 
"a's" with a holy horroi* of emotionalism and a very real belief in the 
future of the Empire to which he belonged. 

All of these types, we can now see, were significant of what the 
nation to which they belonged would become. Russia to-day knows 
less of proprietary rights and more of bloodshed than the most ardent 
disciple of Communism could possibly have foreseen. Germany, 
true to her training in the state-subsidised Universities, developed 
into a sword-rattling menace to civilization and called down upon 
herself the just retaliation of her neighbors. France and England 
both developed according to the promise of the schools, and in the 
"latter country to-day it is the indefatigable effort of the public-school 
and University man alono that is lighting a fight with infinite 

- understanding against a frenzied proletariat crazed with the strong 
drink of Bolshevism and the heady waters of unaccustomed pros- 
perity. ' 

■ If the dictum be granted that what the Universities arc to-day 
to will be the Nation to-morrow, Canada is faced with a frightful 

. handicap. If she is to be supplied with leaders from her colleges, 

' the colleges are undoubtedly failing her.- Indeed, it is safe to say 
that the curriculum and the conditions in force at our Canâdian Uni- 

;^ versifies are not merely unfavorable to training for leadership, they 

/ are impossible. 

' Look at McGill to-day. There ard undoubtedly efficient engin- 

-eers, learned lawyers and painstakin^^physicians/'tnrneà^but of our 
University every year, but the percentage of those who are fitted to 
rank as leaders is pitifully low. Such is the condition, what is the 
remedy? Without presumption, it would appear to reach back to 

■ the fundamental conceptions of what the University ought to be. It 
should be more than a mere treadmill as it is at present. It should 

.impart a peculiar stamp to every one of its products that will mark 
him as a "McGill man." It must be prepared to take the raw mate- 
rial of the very young and mold and train it and seep it io the doc- 
trines and the atmosphere of McGill, and encourage and stimulate 
new thought along new lines, and give him to the world as a potential 
leader. Until a University can do this, untilit tan exert an influ- 
ence upon its students that will be felt all through after life it falls 
short of its purpose. Almost, one might be unshaken if the atmo- 
sphere of the University was wholly r<?rvcrted, so long as there was 
an atmosphere. Such at least would be preferable to the present 
sullen indifference, the tragic hopelessness of McGill's attempts at

Britirh and American' yachtsmen. 
TblH is ihb outcome of a visit paid by 
Sir Charles C. AUom to the United 
Statuf» at the beginning of last Hoxvon. 
It lus now been announced that a 
clialleuKe has been received by him 
on behalf of four American yachts- 
men for a series of yacht races to be 
sailed between teams of three or four 
lioatH. built lo fit one of the new In- 
ternational classes. rcpresentln<< 
Great Britain on the one side and tbe 
United States on tbe other. 

The challenge for the cup has been 
received from the Saawanhaka Corin- 
thian Yacht Club. The negotiations 
between tbe two countries in respect 
to the details connected wlib the race 
have now gone so far that tbe contest 
is assured. It will take the form of a 
team race ot four yachts a side, and 
tho yachts of the country winning the 
greateeA. numer of points in these 
races will be declared tbe winners. 
It Is also propoHed that the contest be 
continued until one of the two coun- 
tries represented ha> won the cup two 
years in Buccessloa after the first 
race in 1921, when the cup will be- 
come the absolute property of the 
winning coimtry. The races will be 
held alternately in England and Am- 
erica, irrespective of results. 

The tAtm which -will bo selected (at 
all events for the first series) will be 
that of the new International six- 
meter, of which a number are now 
being built on the Clyde for various 
pronvinent Scottish Yachtsman. A 
number of yachtsmen have already 
placed orders for six-meter yachts for 
next season. These Include four Clyde 
owners, viz.: T. C". Olen-Coats, F. J. 
Stephens, Frank Robinson and J. N. 
Ooudlo. It Is worthy of note that two 
of these owners — ^ Messrs. Glen-Coats 
and Stepbenè — àrë dWlgnlng their 
own boatn. That for Mr. -Roblneon will 
be designed and built iiy Fife. So far 
only one boat has been ordered from 
the south — for Algernon Maudslay 
and Thomas Westray — aloo to be 
built and dealgned by Fife; but others 
have slgnltled their intention of 
buihiing, though they have not actu- 
ally placed their orders. 

Tbe Americans who have taken the 
Initiative by beootning tbe tlnrt; chal- 
lengers are Paul Haoninond and B. W. 
Stewart, both of New York. The other 
two are Guy Lowell of Boston and 
Patil Drexel of Philadelphia. On tbe 
British side, It Is proposed to leave 
arrangements for the contest in the 
bands of the Royal Yaoht Squadron 
and the Royal yiotoria. Royal Thames 
and Royal London Yacht clubs. Sev- 
eral merertings have already been held 
to deal with ttie preliminary arrage- 
menta, tbe Royal Yacht Squadron 
being represented by Sir Ralph St. O. 
Gore, Baronet, and Lleut.-Col. R. 
Sloano Stanley; the Royal London

The next order ^ 
of arrangement is alphabetical ; this, 
of course, eliminates putting together | 
Journols ot the same or kindred sub- 
jects, but there Is such nn over- ; 
lapping of subject miterlal that thB| 
alphabetical arrangement has been | 
chosen as presenthig few^r difficul- 
ties. The two mo«t' recent issues 
(i.e., the current one and the one pre- 
ceding It) lire placed on racks— the 
other numbers of Uie same volume 
are placed on the shelves below. 

Whilst It is not possible to admit i 
them to this room, nor permit them 
to take out journals, students may. on 
application at the chorglnK desk, rend 
tho periodicals in the general rcadin? 
room. 

The value, of course, of periodical 
literature lies in Its timeliness ; any 
person familiar with the contenu of 
text-bnoks and monographs must 
realize that almost as soon as such 
material Is In the press It Is out of 
date. During the greot war a tre- 
mendous Impetus was given to the 
publishing houses. .In . Uie United 
States, as the result of which a great 
many specialized periodicals sprang 
into being ; even while recognizing 
their worth, one must acknowledge 
the dangers and difficulties attached 
to a publication of 'this sort. This 
aspect, however, of the Journal collec- 
tion will be dctalt with at a later date. 

At the moment It Is only intended 
to draw the attention of the men of 
thé hnal years to the wealth of know- 
\edgo to be obtained In the making 
use of this section ot the Medical 
Library.

From 
what has beef outlined #bovo, it will 
be seen that thé project should , prove 
to be of very conalderabie interest 
and value. It will not only give a 
considerable impetus to racing in the 
smaller dosses in Great Britain, but 
it will bring American and British 
yachtsmen together on very . e^ual 
terms. 

In the International rule there is 
very little room tor varying interpre- 
LatloDH of the measurement formula, 
and it will be surprising IX American 
designers are able to produce any- 
thing partlcularly,.novel> .under ■ lis 
regulations. At the. same time, they 
will find no difficulty whatever in 
dlitcuvorlng the type and measure- 
ments that are most likely to suit any 
class that may be cboeen from time 
to time for the purpose of the contest. 
They will find 'that these little boats 
are of a very satlsfSotory type, and it 
may quite possibly happen that a very 
strong class or classes will spring up 
on the Amorloan tide of the Atlantic.

The Foreign Trade. Finanaliiir Cor- 
porullon, whloh tn now belli? orgun- 
Ized by u Committee brought together 
under the auspices of the American 
Bankers' Association, the United States 
Chamber of Commerce and the Na- 
tional Kurelgn Trade Council, murks 
a financial revolution through which 
the United States has passed, 

In.'il'-iKl of being a debtor nutlon to 
the extent of four billions ot dollars, 
us the United States was in 1914, tliis 

country has become tho greatest cre- 
ditor country.' 

At the organization ineotlus held Iti 
Chicago it was estimated tluU the toliil 
loun.t of Ui«» ITnlted States to PoreignerH, 
Including both Cîoverninent and private 
financing, amounted to )16,000,000,000, 
and "enabled us to pass Great IJrItain 
as the leading creditor nation of the 
world." The world's financial centre 
of gravity has been shifted to the Unit- 
ed States. We are now, as Herbort 
Hoover said, in tho position which 
Great Britain occupied as far bock as 
I860.' We produce potentially more 
than we can consume. It Is necessary 
to devlso some method of enabling for- 
eigners to buy our commodities if tull- 
tlme work is to be provided for farm- 
ers, laborers or business men. j Mr. 
Hoover said that as Great Britain had 
formerly bo must the United Stsle.i 
now be prepared to Invest abroad somo 
part of the surplus that we would ex- 
port. 

Most Momentous Confsrance 

That is the purpose -which' the For- 
eign' Trade Financing Corporation is 
being founded to serve. ^> If it 'succeeds, 
again in the words df Mr. Hoover, "tho 
project will be tho work of tho moat 
momentous economic conference since 
tho armistice." The actual technique 
through which the projected trading 
corporation will finance the exporta- 
tion of American products is not yet 
worked out. Concerning the goneral 
methods to be employed, a member ot 
tho organizing CMmmtttee said to iht 
New York Times:
